WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
Tuesday warned world lead¬ 
ers were nervous Republi¬ 
cans would ’'blowup' the US 
economy, and vowed not to 
budge on his demand far the 
debt ceding to be lifted with¬ 
out conditions. 

But House Speaker John 
Bodmer insisted there would 
be no "unconditional surren¬ 
der" from Republicans and 
said Congress would only 


allow more US borrowing if 
Obama agrees to cut spend¬ 
ing 

Tliere was one glimmer of 
hope for pro gress in the bitter 
showdown that has closed the 
US government and sparked 
fears that Washington could 
default on its debts if the debt 
ceiling is not raised by Octo¬ 
ber 17 

Obama said that if neces¬ 
sary be would accept a short¬ 
term deal to raise borrowing 


and reopen the government - 
- a move that would effec¬ 
tively postpone the crisis for 
a number of weeks 

But the president was 
adamant that he would not 
compromise on his refusal tc 
cede ideological concessions 
to Republicans in return for 
receiving more authority to 
borrow money to finance US 
obligations 

"What you haven't seen 
before, I think, from the van¬ 
tage point of a lot of' world 
leaders, is the notion that one 
party in Congress might blow 
the whole thing up if they 
don't get their way," Obama 
said, in a White House press 
conference designed to hike 
pressure on Republicans. 

"They've never seen that 
before And that does make 
them nervous" 

Obama spake a day after 
China, which is sitting on a 
vast pile of US Treasury 
bonds, warned that the time 
was running out for the 
United States to prove its 
creditworthiness and the 
credibility of the world's re¬ 
serve currency 

Stacks dipped for another 
day Tuesday, with investors 
increasingly concerned that 
the government will not get 
its act together in tune 
The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average fell 159.71 points 
(1.D7 percent) to 14,776 53 
and the tech-rich Nasdaq 
Composite Index plummeted 
75.54 (3. DO percent) to 

3,694.33.

Investors also sold off 
short-term bonds, sending the 
yield on the one-month 
Treasury note to Q.31 per¬ 
cent, its highest level since 
the crisis year of 2 DOS, up 
from 0.15 percent Monday 

Obama said Congress had 
two basic jobs -- passing a 
budget and "making sure Shat 
America's paying its bills." 

He warned that lawmakers 
did not get to demand a ran¬ 
som, and reiterated his posi¬ 
tion that he would only 
negotiate with Republicans 
once the debt ceiling was 
raised and She government, 
now shuttered for a week, is 
op ened. 

“We can't make extortion 
routine as part o f our democ¬ 
racy. Democracy doesn't 
function tins way," he said 


Boehner appeared on tele¬ 
vision soon after Obama's 
press conference to dig fur¬ 
ther into Ins own position. 

"The long and short a fit is 
there is going to be a negoti¬ 
ation here,” B oehner said. 

"We can't raise the debt 
ceiling without doing some¬ 
thing about what's driving us 
to borrow more money and to 
live beyond our means," 
"What the president said 
today was if there's uncondi¬ 
tional surrender by Republi¬ 
cans, he will sit down and 
talk to us," he said. 

"That's not the way our 
government works " 

Obama, who spoke to 
Boehner earlier by phone, ar¬ 
gues that raising the debt 
ceiling is vital to America's 
most valuable asset, its cred¬ 


itworthiness, which should 
not be prey to political uncer¬ 
tainty. 

Boehner counters that 
presidents have always bar¬ 
gained with lawmakers over 
raising the debt ceiling, and 
is unwilling to give up an 
area of prime political lever¬ 
age 

If the $16.7 trillion debt 
ceilmg is not raised by Octo¬ 
ber 17, the United States will 
be unable to borrow more 
money and will begin de¬ 
faulting on its obligations, in 
a scenario that could tip the 
economy back into recession 
and trigger global chaos 

The president said that a 
default would be, in the 
words of economists he 
quoted, "insane, catastrophic, 
chaos." 



Child labor down but not enough: conference 

BRASILIA [AFP) - Despite recent declines in the incidence 
of child labor much more must be done to tackle tine issue, 
the Third International Conference on Child Labor heard 
Tuesday. 

international Labor Organization (ILO) Director-General Guy 
Ryder urged redoubled efforts decrying the tact a target to 
eliminate the worst instances of child labor by 2016 wilt not 
be met. 

Latest ILO global estimates show the total number of child 
laborers has dropped by one-third to 168 million since the 
last conference in The Hague in 2010. 

These children constitute 168 million reasons for our pres¬ 
ence here today," Ryder added. 

The call from #Brasilia must be for a renewed and collective 
effort. Please make that call," he also tweeted. 


But he also sought to as¬ 
sure investors, US bondhold¬ 
ers and others that the US 
remained good for its debts, 
even as he acknowledged "a 
cloud" over America's eco¬ 
nomic credibility because of 
the shutdown. 

"Obviously my message 
to the world is the United 
States always has paid its 
bills and it will do so again," 
Obama said. 

Asked what the govern¬ 
ment would da if the debt 
ceiling were not increased on 
time and the government 
would have to decide which 
bills not to pay, Obama said 
the issue was still being re¬ 
viewed. 

"No option is good m that 
scenario," he said. "We are 
exploring all contingencies.*' 


Obama did signal some 
flexibility, saying he was 
open to negotiating with Re¬ 
publicans on budget issues -- 
even if lawmakers extended 
borrowing and reopened the 
government only an a short¬ 
term basis. 

"If they can't do it far a 
long time, do it for the p eriod 
of time in which these nego¬ 
tiations are taking place," he 
said. 

Republicans proposed a 
bipartisan committee to dis¬ 
cuss haw to get out of the 
budget impasse and the debt 
ceilmg row. 

But Obama dismissed the 
move as a ruse to discuss 
spending cuts that only Re¬ 
publicans want, and vowed to 
veto such a solution in the un¬ 
likely event it reaches his desk

Dutch tell Russia to 
wait for apology 
after diplomat held 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands will say sorry for 
detaining a Russian diplomat 
m The Hague lflns right to im¬ 
munity was breached, the 
Dutch foreign ministry said 
Tuesday amid an escalating 
sp at b etween til e two countn es. 

President Vladimir Putin has 
slammed the detention over the 
weekend of Russian diplomat 
Dmitry Borodin as "the most 
gross breach of the Vienna 
C on vend on, 11 and d em an de d 
an apology 

Dutch police allegedly 
raided die Borodin's apartment 
and beat him up before taking 
him to a police station for 
questioning on accusations of 
mistreating his children, the 
Russian foreign ministry said. 

The Vienna Convention on 
Diplomatic Relations gives 
diplomats immunity from ar¬ 
rest. 

Ties between Russia and the 
Netherlands deteri orated 
sharply after Russian investi¬ 
gators last week charged 30 
■crew memb ers d f Greenp eac e's 
Dutch-flagged Arctic Sunrise 
ship with piracy over a protest 
against Arctic oil drilling 

Tire Netherlands hit back by 
taking legal action to free the 


activists who face up to IS 
years in jail. 

Dutch foreign ministry 
spokesman Thij s van Son con¬ 
firmed that the diplomat had 
been detained and said police 
were investigating what hap¬ 
pened 

"If the investigation shows 
that tins was handled in a way 
that contravened the Vienna 
Convention, the Netherlands 
will apologise to Russia," Van 
Sou said m an email to AFP 

Boro dm said on Ins Twitter 
ac co unt th at p oh ce came t o In s 
apartment and took him and 
Ins children, a daughter aged 4 
and a one-year-old son, to the 
police station. 

Tire diplomat alleged that 
Ins daughter had been injured. 

"Just some hair ripped off 
my daughter's head, she was 
unwilling to go... " he tweeted. 

Borodin said that police " did 
verify my ID and still packed 
me" 

Some commentators have 
seen Cold War parallels in the 
diplomatic spat, but Boro dm 
dismissed the suggestion. 

"No foreign, l e. Soviet diplo¬ 
mat was beaten with a baton 
during the Cold War. No kidz 
had their hair tom off by po¬ 
lice,' he tweeted. 


Venezuela 
lovers fined 
$1,300 for

CARACAS (AFP) - A 
Venezuelan couple has been 
fined $1,300 for getting a bit 
too frisky inside their automo¬ 
bile, prosecutors said on Tues¬ 
day. 

The case has rankled 
Venezuelans, inhabitants of 
one of the world's most cnme- 
ndden countries, who grouse 
that the time and effort spent 
prosecuting the pair might 
have been put to better use 
catching tin eves .and robbers. 

The case stems from a ro¬ 
mantic interlude in November 
of last year, when the couple 
steamed up the windows of' 
their Chevy Malibu at a park in 
northwestern Sulia state, au¬ 
thorities said 

According tD a statement 
the Id vers were charged by ob- 
servent police with engaging in 
"indecent acts." 

Municipal prosecutor Daniel 
Alvarado took the case to 
court. 

The couple was ordered to 
pay a $8,400 bolivars fins 
($1,300 at the official ex¬ 
change rate) — equivalent to 
about three months' pay for a 
minimum wage worker in 
Venezuela 


Human remains found on Italy cruise 
ship wreck: official 


ROME (AFP) - Italian res¬ 
cuers have found more human 
remains on the wreck of Italy's 
Costa Concordia, which are 
believed Id belong to one of 
two victims who are still miss¬ 
ing, the avd protection agency 
said Tuesday 

The "remains of a human 
body winch could be one of 
tire two missing, an Indian 
waiter" were found on the 
thud bridge of the cruise-liner 
which crashed off the tiny is¬ 
land of Gigito m January 3013, 
said Francesca Maffim, the 
agency's spokeswoman 

Thirty bodies were recov¬ 
ered from the wreck after tire 
January 13, 3013 tragedy but 


two — Italian passenger Man a 
Grazia Tree an chi and Indian 
waiter Russel Rebeilo -- are 
still officially reported miss¬ 
ing 

"Several elements lead us 
to say it could be die body of 
the young Indian waiter," 
Maffim said m a statement, 
adding that the man's family 
had been informed of the dis¬ 
covery. 

The search for the wreck's 
two remaining bodies began in 
late September after the 
114,500-ton ship was lifted up¬ 
right m the biggest salvage op¬ 
eration of its kind. 

Italian divers already found 
some bones near the central 


part of the ship on September 
3d, rasing hopes that the two 
missing bodies will finally be 
located 

Those bones are undergo¬ 
ing scientific tests, including 
DNA testing, to allow for iden¬ 
tification. 

The ship's captain, 
Francesco Schettmo, is oil trial 
for mul tipi e m an si au ghter, 
abandoning ship before all the 
passengers had been evacuated 
and causing environmental 
damage 

The Costa Concordia 
crashed into a group of rocks 
just off the tiny island of 
Giglio with 4,339 people from 
70 countries on board.

QUITO (AFP) - Ecuador said 
on Tuesday it may turn to the 
International Court of Justice to 
resolve an impasse with Britain 
over Julian Assange, the Wik¬ 
iLeaks founder holed up since 
mid-3013 in Quito's London 
embassy. 

“More than a year' has 
passed, Mr Assange is in our 
diplomatic mission," Foreign 
Minister Ricardo Patino said 

Patino said Ecuador was 
considering going to the Inter¬ 
national Court of Justice in the 
Hague after trying every diplo¬ 
matic avenue to resolve the 
conflict. 

Assange, who fears arrest by 
the United States for Wik¬ 
iLeaks' publication of a huge 
trove of classified US military 
and diplomatic documents, 
took refuge in the Ecuadoran 


embassy in London July 17, 
3013 to escape extradition to 
Sweden. 

He is wanted for questioning 
by Swedish authorities about 
allegations of sexual assault 
brought separately by two 
women. 

Quito granted him diplo¬ 
matic asylum August 1(5, 3013 
but Britain has refused to ex¬ 
tend him a safe conduct pass 
out of the country. 

Patino said British Foreign 
Secretary William Hague 
agreed at a meeting June 17 to 
a commission of jurists from 
both countries to try to resolve 
the impasse. 

He said London had responded 
to Ecuadoran proposals m the 
Assange case with "documents 
that, we regret to say, lack suf¬ 
ficient juridical support."

“Usually what happens is 
the doctor will send you to a 
dermatologist to be checked 
for a rash Dr something, and 
then yaull get put an an oint¬ 
ment. for a month Mean¬ 
while it’s spreading rapidly" 
he said. 

“When I was a young lad, 
this breast cancer was not 
considered curable. In the 
modem era, in the last fifteen 


fifty percent.” 

Evelyn's doctors diagnosed 
h sr qui cldy H er tre atm ent in¬ 
cluded oral chemotherapy 
first, surgery to remove the 
breast and radiation 

Despite the cancer coming 
back once, Evelyn has sur¬ 
vived for 13 years What 
does she attribute that to?

Again, the signs to look 
for include: Redness of the 
breast, breast swelling, pain 
or itching, thickening of the 
skin or dimpling, swelling 
in the lymph nodes in your 
armpit or above or below 
the collarbone. 


European 
rights court 
to rule on 
assisted 
suicide 

STRASBOURG (AFP) - The 
top chamber of the European 
rights court will rule in a case 
of denial of assisted suicide, it 
said Tuesday, after a Swiss oc¬ 
togenarian complained she 
could not obtain permission for 
a lethal dose of a drug to com¬ 
mit suicide. 

In a lower chamber judge¬ 
ment in May the European 
Court of Human Rights held 
that Swiss law do es not clearly 
specify m winch cases assisted 
suicide is authorised, causing 
ambiguity, and a "considerable 
degree of anguish" for the ap¬ 
plicant. 

The woman, Alda Gross, is 
not suffering from any clinical 
illness but has wanted to end 
her life for a number of years 
because of old age and to avoid 
the "suffering (coming with) 
the decline of her physical and 
mental faculties". 

Doctors refused to prescribe 
any potentially lethal drug 
doses and health authorities m 
her home region of Zurich also 
turned down her request. 

Gross complains that by 
denying her the right to decide 
by what means and at. what 
point her life would end the 
Swiss authorities breached Ar¬ 
ticle 3 (right to respect for pri¬ 
vate and family life) of the 
European Convention on 
Human Rights. 

Swiss courts had earlier 
ruled that Gross, wiiD was bom 
m 1931, did not fullfil the con¬ 
ditions set up by the Swiss 
academy of medicine as she 
did not suffer from any termi¬ 
nal disease. 

In May, the EC HR did not 
rule whether assisted suicide 
should have been authorised m 
Gross's case. 

But it ruled, by a majority 
that there had been a violation 
of Article S of the European 
Convention.

experts told AFP Tuesday

“In goad conscience, I cannot 
attend a meeting that discrimi¬ 
nates m this way.

security implications," Marcy 
wrote in an email to the organ¬ 
isers 

While the law that, bans 
NASA cooperation with the 
Chinese has been on the books 
for two years, NASA adminis¬ 
trator Charles Balden told law¬ 
makers m March that he was 
implementing additional secu¬ 
rity measures following a po¬ 
tential security breach by a 
Chinese national working for a 
contractor at a NASA facility in 
Virginia. 

Pascals Ehrenfreund, a space 
policy expert at George Wash¬ 
ington University said tensions 
between the Uinted States and 
China in scientific matters have 
persisted for years

US Fed issues the new hi-tech 100 
dollar bill with 3D security ribbon 

The US Federal Reserve has issued a new hi-tech IDO 
dollar banknote comprising several new security fea¬ 
tures, it includes a blue 3D security ribbon and a bel l and 
inkwell logo that authorities say are particularly difficult 
to replicate. These com bine with traditional security fea¬ 
tures, such as a portrait watermark and an embedded se¬ 
curity thread that glows pink under ultraviolet light The 
3D security ribbon - which is woven into the note, not 
printed on it - features images of 100s that change Into 
befls and move upwards or sideways depending on how 
you tilt the paper. US authorities say that too bill is the 
most counterfeited of all US banknotes, but accurate fig¬ 
ures for the total value of counterfeit cash in circulation 
are hard to come by.

The OPCW, which has until 
mid-2Q14 to complete the de¬ 
struction of Syria's chemical 
arsenal under the terms of a 
Russia- US -brokered agree¬ 
ment, is holding a regular 
meeting of its Executive 
Council tins week 

The organisation's Director 
General Ahmet Uzumcu 


briefed diplomats at die meet¬ 
ing on progress made so far m 
Syria. He is due to hold a 
press conference near OPCW 
headquarters in The Hague on 
Wednesday. 

He confirmed that Syria 
was co a p erating with th e) oint 
OPC W- UN disarmament mi s- 
sion, and had on Sunday 
begun destroying some chem¬ 
ical weapons. 

A range of other items was 
also being destroyed “towards 
the goal of rendering unus¬ 
able all production facilities 
and mixing and filling equip¬ 
ment by 1 November of tins 
year," the statement said. 

A deal providing for the 
UN to facilitate security and 
field logistics for the mission 
will be inked shortly he 


added.

The Daw Jones Industrial 
Average fell 159.71 (1 07 per¬ 
cent) to 14,776.53 
The broad-based ScSiP 500 
sank 20,67 (1 23 percent) to 
1,655.45, while the tech-rich 
Nasdaq Composite Index 
plummeted 75.54 (2.00 per¬ 
cent) to 3,694.33 
Investors also sold off short 
term bonds, sending the yield 
on the one month Treasury 
note to 0 31 percent, its highest 
level since 2003, up from 0 15 
percent Monday

nervousness about the poten¬ 
tial for the government to de¬ 
fault on some obligati an s if the 
debt ceiling is not hiked by 
October 17.

Internet giants targeted ahead 
of world's biggest book fair 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Or¬ 
ganisers of the world's biggest 
book fay warned Tuesday 
against the do nun an on of In¬ 
ternet giants as tlie publishing 
woild grapples to blend old 
and new forms of reading 

American giants Amazon, 
Apple and Google -- whose 
entry into file world of online 
sates and digital books is 
threatening the traditional pub¬ 
lishing industry -- are "logis¬ 
tics magicians but are not 
publishers 1 *, said Juergen Boos, 
director of the Frankfurt Book 
Fair. "There's no passion 
there," he told reporters as file 
giant German book fair pre¬ 
pared to open Wednesday 

Boos warned it was essen¬ 
tial to maintain diversity m 
what people read and publish. 

Doing so, he said, meant, 
that technical standards that, in¬ 
fluence the way people read 
and access content, such as 
payment systems, should be 
designed to serve customers. 

"Technical standards are 
tools. They must be designed 
to serve people and their 
needs, not the other way 


around,he said. 

He called companies such 
as Apple and Amazon “ma¬ 
chines for customer retention". 

But he insisted international 
publishing was not "paralysed 
with fear* and was fighting 
back with innovations, while 
sm all er, ind ep en d ent book 
shops were also developing 
new ways to entice customers. 

Asked ab out a bill approved 
by French lawmakers last 
week to prevent Amazon from 
offering free deliveries of dis¬ 
counted books, Boos said: "We 
look at France actually in 
many matters as an example.’ 

He said France's support for 
its independent book trade 
through measures such as tax 
relief showed "esteem for a. 
sector that is part of the coun¬ 
try's culture. 

“I think there we can actu¬ 
ally learn from France," he 
said. Despite pressure from the 
US Internet giants, publishers 
were upbeat about the indus¬ 
try's future as it adapts to em¬ 
brace the digital age 

Gottfried Honnefelder, 

president of the German Pub¬ 


lishers and Booksellers Asso¬ 
ciation, said sales from book 
stores, e-commerce and de¬ 
partment stores grew this year' 
by 0 S percent until end-Sep¬ 
tember compared to 2012. 

Taking book store sales 
alone, the growth was 0.9 per¬ 
cent, he sard, adding that al¬ 
though the figures were small, 
they showed a "trend", with 
book stores projecting a "new 
self-confidence" in Germany 

Authors, writers, publish¬ 
ers, literary agents and transla¬ 
tors from around tire world will 
gather for the five-day fair, 
with Brazil as guest, of honour. 

Brazil, which was hit by 
massive street protests earlier 
in tlie year against file billions 
being spent on the sporting 
events, is represented by 
around 70 writers during the 
fair. 

Brazil's Vice President 
Michel Temer said that as a 
young boy he had to walk six 
kilometres to file public library 
in his small town, winch had 
no bookshop, and that he had 
discovered the "larger world"
